bullets, police search teams and a bloodhound during a 
four-and-one-haif hour chase through the hills west of 
this city.

Anyone who isn't rich finds himself in a similar 


plight if he aspires to become the American ambas- 
sador to Britain, France, Italy, Brazil. Argentina, Ven- 
ezuela, or some (but not all) other countries. 


With top salaries of $27,500 and inadequate ex- 


pense allowances, ambassadors to these posts' pay for 
the privilege of, serving their country. This is unfair 
to ambassadors. 


^ Britain manages things better, and Russia is pretty 


lavish. British ambassadors receive house and represen- 
tation allowances based on a more realistic appraisal 
of what they will have to spend. The British ambas- 
sador to Paris gets allowances above his salary amount- 
ing to $67,500. His American counterpart gets $16,000- 
plus. 


Either -the United States, leader of the West, must 


curtail necessary embassy activities or it must choose 
for such posts ambassadors whose prime qualification 
is that they are rich. No career foreign service officer, 
with a wealth of experience but no great wealth in 
dollars can ever hope to be appointed to one of these 
top ambassadorial posts. 


Take Ambassador John Hay Whitney in London 


As part of his official duties he is called upon to en- 
tertain 9000 house guests a year. In effect, he is run- 
ning a hotel, with free rooms, board and bar, for 
foreign dignitaries and visiting congressmen. To serve 
his country in London has already cost him half a mil- 
lion dollars.

Fair play and the interests of the United States de- 


mand a study of the policy which dictates that only 
rich men can be appointed to top ambassadorial posts.

For meat !o be at its best when 


it comes to your table, it's essen- 
tial that you use proper methods 
of care and storage. Specific re- 
commendations differ for fresh, 
frozen, cured, cooked and canned 
heat. 


Fresh meal should be placed in 


the coldest part of the refrig- 
erator as soon as you bring it 
home from the market. Fresh 


roper Care Aw 


meal is always stored uncovered 
or loosely covered lo allow the 
air to circulate around the meat. 
This results in a slight drying of 
the surface, which helps the meal 
keep longer. 


Fresh meat prepackaged by the 


mcitl retailer (self-service) should 
have the wrapper loosened, un- 
less the meat is to be used the 
same day. Fresh meat that is 


d Storage 


not prepackaged should be re- 
moved from the market wrapping 
paper and stored unwrapped or 
loosely wrapped. 


If you arc planning to hold 


meat for more than three days 
before cooking it. it is u«i?!!y de- 
sirable to freeze it. All meats to 
be frozen should be wrapped in 
moisture-vapor-proof material. 


Fresh meat frozen for storage 


longer than ore week should be 
frozen quickly and stored at 0- 
degrees F. or lower. The frozen 
food storage compartment or Ice 
cube section of most household 
refrigerators is not designed for 
this purpose and docs nol provide 
a low enough temperature. 


Meat should not be refrozen, 


except in case of an emergency, 
and then only if the meat has 
not completely defrosted. Meat 
which has been defrosted should 
be cooked as soon as possible. 


Vim should store cured meals 


— ham and bacon— in their ori- 
ginal wrapper. They may be 
stored for 1 to 2 weeks. Store 
ready-to-serve meals, such as 
luncheon meat, nol longer than 
one week. Rcacly-to-servc and 
canned meals 
should not be 


frozen. It is not advisable to 
freeze cured meats. K freezing 
i:i absolutely necessary, storage 
time should nol exceed 60 day's. 


Cooked meals should be stored 


in the refrigerator.
